After a two-dav shutdown however, 


the plant has remained open under a 
series of delays granted by a three 
judge panel of the 8th circuit

panel said the trial's evidence did not 
support Lord s claim that the presence 
of the fibers in the tailings constituted 
an imminent health hazard 


Plaintiffs 
have attempted without 


success to get the matter before the na- 
tion's high court but the Circuit Court

NEW "YORK (AP) - Religious faith 


todajy is engaged in a head-on conflict 
in America with a "seculanstic, huma- 
nistic world view" which rejects tran- 
scendant beliefs and absolute moral 
values, say U S Roman Catholic bish- 
ops 


In a review of current trends in this 


country, they add that the key question 
now is whether church members still 
get their "fundamental beheis and atti 
tudes" from Christianity or from sur- 
rounding secular values of society 


General indications now are that "for 


a large number of Catholics, the in- 
fluence of a secular society — and all 


that implies for yood as well as ill - 
counts more heavily than the influence 
of the church," the bishops say 


They summed up their views of ten- 


dencies in this country in a paper pre- 
pared for the international Synod of 
Bishops, which meets at the Vatican in 
Rome beginning Sept 27 


"Both secular society and organized 


religion are passing through a time of

Two economic experts presented diametrically opposite 


opinions on combatting inflation when they appeared be- 
fore the Senate Budget Committee this week. 


Federal Reserve Board Chairman Arthur Burns told the 


committee that if the federal budget were cut by $10 bil- 
lions the stock market would go up and interest rates would 
come down. He declared that increased government spend- 
ing and accumulated federal deficits were responsible for 
our inflation. He said that the deficit of $3.5 billions for the 
fiscal year just ended was actually $21 billions when "off- 
budget" outlays and loans were included. 


Then came Walter Heller, former chairman of the Coun- 


cil of Economic Advisers under Presidents Kennedy and 
Johnson, with the kind of gobbledygook advice we have 
come to expect from academic economists. He said that 
"under these circumstances, to generate even more eco- 
nomic slack and unemployment by cutting the budget be- 
low $305 billion in exchange for negligible effects on the in- 
flation rate is a bad economic and human bargain." 


The terrible inflation this country is now enduring can be 


traced directly back to the economic policies of the Johnson 
Administration which were largely the work of Mr. Heller. 
As between the advice of Mr. Burns or Mr. Heller, the Sen- 
ate committee should look at their respective track records 
and opt for the advice of the Federal Reserve Board chair- 
man. 


Public service pay 


A study of the Wisconsin Taxpayers Alliance supports a 


general impression that the civil servant in Wisconsin, in 
both state and local governments, tends to be rewarded 
more generously in salary than does his counterpart in the 
rest of the country. It shows, for example, that general 
service Wisconsin state employes are paid at a level that is 
the highest in the country. That is substantially above this 
state's rank in economic capacity. 


Earlier the Public Expenditure Survey, which is also in- 


volved in serious analysis of public expenditure and taxa- 
tion trends, published studies on comparative compensa- 
tion of public and private corporation employes in the state 
which showed that many civil servants are rewarded more 
generously than are wage and salary earners in private 
business. Fringe benefits tend to be notably higher in Mil- 
waukee, it was found. 


The WTA analysis concentrated on wages and salaries. It 


did not cover vacation or leave practices4, retirement eli- 
gibility factors, size of retirement benefits and other ele- 
ments making up payroll budgets. But it is probably a fair 
conjecture that the state is not far behind in such mea- 
sures. Indeed, we may deduce from recent developments 
that the organized civil servants are aware of the com- 
paratively liberal pay practices in public jobs here. They 
have appeared lately to concentrate their pressures on 
fringe pay gains as an alternative. 


One of the regrettable weaknesses of the state capitol leg- 


islative process is that pension issues have usually been re- 
solved with far less explanation and discussion than wage 
and salary standards despite the steadily rising ratio of re- 
tirement outlays to total state disbursements. 


No more nerve gas 


A couple of years ago the United States military was in a 


quandary — what to do with a lot of deadly gases, sealed in 
metal containers but quite out of date. Nobody wanted 
them and disposal was finally made deep in the Atlantic. 


Maybe the memory of that dilemma prompted the House 


of Representatives last week to vote down new Pentagon 
demands for funds for nerve gas. 


The military argued that the new kind they wanted to 


produce in some quantity was a "binary gas," that is, two 
relatively harmless chemical agents which could not be 
combined in their lethal state except through a firing de- 
vice. Such a product would be easier to store and easier to 
dispose of once it became outmoded. The Pentagon didn't 
argue that the nerve gas was essential in fighting a war — 
in fact, the implication seemed to be that of course the 
United States would never fight a war in such a nasty fash- 
ion. 
But starting production would provide "a bargaining 


chip" to the United States in disarmament negotiations 
with the Soviet Union. 


There is some validity to the argument. No one who 


wants to come out relatively even in a compromise enters 
the fray obviously weaker. But there are weapons and 
weapons. The Russians or the Chinese or anyone else can 
be deterred from attack just as well by the threat of some 
other part of American military arsenal as by nerve gas. 
The latter is also highly controversial as to its tactical use 
against an enemy. How can it be prevented from killing the 
good guys as well as the bad? 


The House may have reacted to the $2 billion price tag 


the Pentagon conceded might be necessary for the new 
nerve gas. But all in all it was a wise decision. 


Right to be a fool 


Critics of the American Civil Liberties Union often 


charge that the organization is left-wing. But in San Fran- 
cisco it is the first line of defense for a Nazi. 


Sandra Silva is an active member of the National Social- 


ist White Peoples Party. She is also employed as a clerk- 
typist by the San Francisco Police Department. A lot of 
people think she should be dismissed or forced to quit be- 
cause her beliefs must conflict with her job. 


But the Civil Service Commission ruled that her affilia- 


tion with the Nazi group did not interfere with her perform- 
ance at her job, which has nothing to do with policy. Her 
strong opposition, for instance, to integration in the schools 
doesn't mean her spelling or typing is poor. 


Captain George Eimil, personnel director for the Police 


Department, says "we want to get rid of her in the worst 
possible way, but it has to be done in a proper manner. We 
feei she dilutes the trust and confidence in the department 
because she antagonizes a lot of people we have to deal 
with." Presumably if Miss Silva's value to the department 
depended upon her dealing with the public, including 
blacks and Jews, there would be an obvious conflict. 


But Mayor Joseph Alioto sided with the A.C.L.U. "In this 


country," he said, "you have the absolute right to be a 
damn fool." 


It's a freedom that a lot of us take advantage of.

Transportation ignored by legislature 


MADISON — Few Wisconsin Legislatures in 


the last 40 years have touched upon such a vari- 
ety of issues as the present Senate and Assem- 
bly which have virtually concluded their labors 
for this term. 


Responding in part to the temperament of 


Gov. 
Patrick Lucey, the legislative branch was 


also more inventive and responsive out of an 
awareness of the partisan division between the 
upper and lower houses and the desire to make 
credible records and the pressures of social 
and economic change. 


Yet some topics were virtually ignored in de- 


fiance of their usual popularity Notable among 
them is the issue of transportation and its fi- 
nancing. 


"Transportation" 
in 
statehouse 
political 


terms over the decades has meant highway 
transportation. Generations of politicians built 
their careers with careful accommodation of 
the multitude of interests concerned with roads 
and highways. The Wisconsin rural economy, 
fixed to the highly perishable and enormous vo- 
lumes of milk sent to market each day, re- 
quired the politician to be concerned. 


Concurrently, the rapid expansion of the 


state's industrial economy 
in more recent 


years required prudent urban office-seekers to 
be almost equally responsive to the demands of 


the factories which mostly were required to im- 
port their raw materials and later to rely upon 
efficient 
transport 
routes to send finished 


goods to market. 


Such ingredients, combined with the ob- 


viously deep concern of the growing tourist in- 
dustry in good roads, the consolidation of rural 
schools for more effective learning that could 
only be achieved with good roads to carry hun- 
dreds of thousands of children from their 
homes to the classrooms, among other forces, 
made roads an issue that the typical legislator 
could ignore only at his peril. 


Until lately. The current 
legislatu/e had 


more urgent representations about the exi- 
gency of the highway financial situation than 
most predecessors. But it showed no response. 
The state highway administration sent to the 
legislature documentary material couched in 
ever more anxious terms to prove the highway 
finance crisis. Gov. Lucey, responsive and ea- 
ger to lead on most other issues, never settled 
on a reply to the distressed reports of his own 
highway department appointees. 


Today the department is continuing with a 


modest construction effort that was managed 
only because the legislature permitted a bond 
issue to raise funds to match federal aid grants 
that would otherwise not have been paid out. 


Such manipulations cannot be relied upon in 
the future. The next legislature and the next 
administration 
will be required to decide 


whether the standards of highway service will 
be continued at the level to which users have 
been accustomed or be cut back. 


Legislators, of course, and perhaps the gov- 


ernor as well, are worried that the electorate 
will resent a higher state highway tax schedule 
at a time of motor fuel price rises to levels 
never before experienced. Yet there is little 
showing of any real inclination to resist buying 
on that account. There is also ample proof on 
the record that the Wisconsin motor fuel tax 
schedule is modest as against rates accepted in 
most of the rest of the country. 


The taxation of the motor vehicle as property 


in Wisconsin is conspicuously low, as a score of 
studies have amply documented. That involves 
an issue quite distinct from the adequacy of the 
transportation budget. 


The registration charge many decades ear- 


lier was intended to replace the municipal tax 
on autos as property — recognizing that a 
highly mobile form of property tended to evade 
the local tax assessor. But the result has been 
that the owners of other property are paying 
more than their share to subsidize the motor 
vehicle user.

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Cape Verde's 
future in doubt

In his recent pledge to start transfer- 


ring power to Portugal's three terri- 
tories on the African mainland, Presi- 
dent Antonio de Spinola made no 
mention of plans for the Cape Verde Is- 
lands located off the west coast of the 
dark continent. 


The island's 275.000 people, more of 


them mulattos than black or white, 
have showed uncertainty whether they 
want independence from Lisbon. 


The African Party for the Indepen- 


dence of Guinea and the Cape Verde Is- 
lands, has claimed that it represents 
both Portuguese Guinea and the is- 
lands and has expressed the desire to 
unite them into one autonomous u n i t . 


However, many of the islanders don't 


feel any close ties to the mainland ter- 
ritory 400 miles away. 


Portuguese authorities ranked 
the 


people of Guinea at the bottom of the 
colonial ladder and pave most of the 
jobs in the territory rf-quiring skill to 
Cape Verdeans. Most of the leaders of 


the independence movement are off- 
spring of Cape Verdeans who had been 
sent to Guinea to work on the colonial 
administration staff. 


There is a growing 
independence 


movement, however, among young Por- 
tuguese-educated 
lawyers, 
engineers 


and other professions who live on the 
island. 


These young professional men have 


been making speeches favoring inde- 
pendence, but they have few links with 
the leadership of ihe African indepen- 
dence party. 


The Cape Verde archipelago 
was 


uninhabited when the first Portuguese 
settlers landed in the 15th century. The 
black Africans who were brought there 
went as slaves from the various tribes 
of West Africa. 


Portugal continues to run the Cape 


Verde islands through an adminis- 
tration in which most posts are held by 
Cape Verdeans. The military presence 
on the islands consists of fewer than 
2,000 soldiers.

cratic contender and running neck-and- 
neck with incumbent Gov. Ronald Rea- 
gan. They had also quietly collected 
pledges for a half-million dollar initial 
campaign kitty. 


Brown .was greatly tempted. But his 


wife was horrified. "You can't inter- 
fere with your son's career," she said 
firmly. 


Edmund "Jerry" Brown, Jr., was 


then a candidate for secretary of state, 
a relatively unimportant office he 
meant to transform into a springboard 
toward bigger things. 


So Pop declined to run. And Brown, 


Jr., won his race by a huge margin, 
partly because many voters thought he 
was his father making a comeback af- 
ter his 1966 defeat by Reagan. 


Today Jerry Brown, 35, is the Demo- 


cratic nominee for governor and ap- 
pears to be comfortably leading his 
G O P r i v a l , C o n t r o l l e r H o u s t o n 
Flournoy. By now, most voters here 
know young Brown is not the former 
two-term governor, who nearly side- 
tracked Richard Nixon on the way to 
the Presidency by defeating him in the 
1962 gubernatorial race. 


Proud Poppa 


The elder Brown is enjoying it all im- 


mensely. He stays in the background to 
allow his son to develop his own inde- 
pendent image. But he is active in rais- 
ing money, planning strategy and 
bringing around the older pros, who 
still tend to remember "Baby" Brown 
as a kid with a lot to learn. 


At 69, Brown, Sr., is leaner than he 


was as governor and just as vigorous. 
His firm is thriving. He is writing a 
book about politics and is looking for- 
ward to visiting his son in the gover- 
nor's mansion, where he has not set 
foot for eight years. 


Brown, Jr., did not originally intend 


to follow his father into politics. He 
studied to become a Jesuit priest and 
then went to Yale Law School.

He is so 
serious and intense that one forgets 
how young he is. He projects an aura of 
competence, which is more important 
than getting a lot of laughs.

Bright and bouncy

In the past decade, one of the 


best and most difficult 
musicals 


written is "Cabaret," a powerful, 
sometimes tender, sometimes bor- 
dering on vulgar, depiction of Ger- 
many shortly before Hitler came to 
power 


It won almost every award a mu- 


sical can get and its movie version 
was widely acclaimed It is the fi- 
nal production of Attic Theatre's 
25th season and among the tough- 
est challenges the amateur group 
has encountered 
Happily, it is 


done beautifully 


"Cabaret" is one of those rare 


musicals in which the music fits 
into the play realistically The set- 
ting is the Kit Kat Klub, a micro- 
cosm of the decadence which 
played a large part of Hitler's abil- 
ity to establish the Third Reich All 
production numbers in the musical 
take place at the club, except for 
one reprise of "Tomorrow Belongs 
to Me," done as a group sing in a 
fruit shop So believabihty is rarely 
stretched 


I enjoyed the movie version more 


than the play, due mostly to the 
tremendous photography and edit 
ing There is no way a stage pro- 
duction can match good dramatic 
filming For example, the "Tomor- 
row Belongs to Me" numbers in the 
play are done in such a way that 
the audience gets the point that the 
tomorrow referred to is the Third 
Reich and the "me" the Nazis In 
the movie, the impact was far 
greater Up to the point the song 
appeared, there was only passing 
mention about what Germany 
would soon experience The song is 
introduced in an outdoor party 
scene, with a cherub-faced boy of 
about 14, with a beautiful tenor 
voice, singing the opening verse 
alone The camera is zoomed in ex- 
tremely tight Ever so gradually, 
the sweet innocence of the lad's 
presentation evolves into more em- 
phatic enunciation of the chorus, 
with the camera slowly panning 
back, revealing the Nazi youth uni 
form the boy is wearing 
It was 


done as effectively as any single 
scene I have witnessed 


While Attic's version, obviously,

must be admitted that director Joe

Hopfensperger, with tremendous

technical assistance, 
has drawn 


more out of his cast than anyone 
reasonably would expect 
The key 


is the strong nucleus of talent in 
the seven major roles 


First, the roles of Master of Cere- 


monies and Sally Bowles are 
cruelly tough — especially the M C 
Tom Stadler is an exteremely effec- 
tive M C , a role made tougher by 
public recollection of the masterful 
job Joel Grey did in the movie 
Stadler is visually perfect and his 
personality on stage projects 
strongly enough to capture the 
wickedness of the surface charac- 
ter, yet is tempered enough to 
avoid overwhelming the fact the 
M C really is a sincere guy 


Monica McKenny as Sally Bowles 


is enthusiastic and energetic, sings 
well and overcomes the image of 
Liza 
Mmnelli as Sally, despite 


being a visual opposite 
She is a 


pretty woman who handles her role 
well, but I noticed the character is 
not as dominant in the play as in 
the film 


It seems a shame to pass over 


other super characterizations 
quickly, but there were five which 
could be lumped under the general 
classification of excellent 


Marjone Moore Anania as Frau- 


lein Schneider and Curtis Brown as 
her Jewish romantic interest, Herr 
Schultz, played opposite each other 
very effectively Moore is a beau- 
tiful singer and Brown can't sing at 
all, but the combination of her ex 
cellent voice and his well-done talk- 
ing lyrics worked 


Lila Anderson did beautifully as 


the woman of easy access, Fraulem 
Kost, and Tom Glinski as the young 
Nazi, Ernst Ludwig, and Frank 
R i p p l as Sally's

boyfriend, Clifford Bradshaw, are 
effective 


The rest of the large cast, too nu- 


merous to mention, were cast well 


Special praise has to go to set de- 


signer Les Chnstoffel, particularly 
for the remarkable Kit Kat Klub 
set, and to costume coordinator 
Mary Lou Holmes 


The orchestra, which was hidden 


backstage, was good 


The play runs a trifle longer than 


it should, but pace problems have a

that's what the Eustachian tubes are 
for _to permit a gradual flow of air in 
or out, to the middle ear Thus \ou 
don't have pressure building up on onl\ 
one side of the ear drum 
such unba 


lanced pressure would put tension on 
the drum and prevent proper vibration 


Stoppage of the tubes ma> not, of 


course, be complete

are partially closed, that can impair 
hearing Probably the most frequent 
cause of such a condition is inflamma-

Thursday when the proposed agree- 
ment came to a vote It was agreed 
unanimously, in that vote that the ad 
ministration can select the teachers for 
merit evaluation and grant an increase 


UD to 10 per cent of the base pay for 
starting teachers, or $795 Such raises 
must be approved by the board 


"This is more generous than the 


board had interpreted it to be in the 
original contract language," a board 
spokesman said Friday 
"We are 


pleased and believe that this will be an 
incentive for teachers as well as a fair 
way to repay those teachers who are 
doing an exceptional job "
